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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner* s Amendment 

1 . Authorization for this Examiner's amendment was given in a telephonic interview with 
Christopher Cuneo with Reg. No. 42,450 on November 21, 2005 after the examiner indicated 
that a 35 USC 101 rejection would have been made for claims 28-30 and 32-38. 

2. Cancel claims 28-30 and 32-38. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-11, 13-20, 22-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent claims 

I, 11,18 teach organizing a forward buffer that stores packets, calculating the networks 
advertised window size by initializing a timer to a predetermined interval and an iteration 
counter to an initial value, by sampling a queue size during a timer predetermined interval, by 
calculating a current error signal based on the queue size, and lastly, by summing the previous 
window size with the error signal multiplied by a predetermined parameter, resetting the timer 
after expiration of the predetermined interval, iterating the iteration counter upon expiration of 
the predetermined interval, providing advertised window size to a TCP source, and calculating a 
dynamic buffer threshold based on sum of the queue sizes and buffer space. 

3. The closest prior art of record, Siu, does not teach summing the previous window size 
with the error signal multiplied by a predetermined parameter. Therefore, independent claims 

I I, 1 1, 18 are allowable over the prior art. 
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4. Claims 2-3, 5-10, 13-17, 19-20, 22-27, are allowed by the same rational as well as the 
further limitations added by these dependent claims.
